Posse of Forty Seeking 
Syrian Who Escaped. 
Thomas Simon and Wife, 
Who Barricaded Them- 
selves in Store, Were 
Killed. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., September 9%.— 
In an all-night battle between Syrians 
and Americans here, two persons were 
killed and three others wounded, one 
of whom is believed to be in a dying 
condition. One Syrian who escaped 
has been located on a farm two miles 
froi this city. A posse of forty men 
left here at 6 o'clock to capture him. 
The Syrian is heavily armed.

How ‘Trowvte Started. 

The trouble is said to have started 
over the drafting of a Syrian alien en- 
emy, Thomas Simon, who is said to 
have relatives in the Turkish army. 
Simon’s name wae certified to the dis- 
trict exemption board because of lack 
of proof of his claims. He met one of 
the officials of the local board in a 
crowded drug store last night, and is 
alleged to have struck the official, 

Simon then ran to the Syrian store, 
kept by himself and his brother, Mose 
Simon. The two Syrians and the for- 
mer’s wife loaded Winchester rifles 
and revolvers in plain view of the 
street and prepared for a pitched bat- 
tle, it is said. 

Late in the evening the police at- 
tempted to arrest Thomas for the as- 
gsault. Then the Syrians opened fire. 
Allen Dortch, popular man about town, 
M. lL. Bem- 
bry, postoffice clerk, was shot through 
the ear, and John Hill, planter, was 
shot through the arm. In the return 
of shots, the wife of Thomas Simon was 
killed. When her body was picked up 
in the street every cartridge in the re- 
volver which she still held in her right 
hand was empty. 

The Simon brothers then barricaded 
themselves in a vault inside the store 
and defied the police. They are al- 
leged to have opened fire on every one 
who approached. 

Several vehicles were struck, but no 
one else was injured. 

Shortly after 4 o’clock this morning 
the crowd prepared to close in on the 
Syrians. The Syrians tried to escape 
through a rear door, shooting as they 
retired. Thomas Simon was shot and 
killed in his flight. 

Appeal for Troops. 

An appeal was made for troops from 
Camp Harris during the night, but in- 
formation was obtained that the offi- 
cers there had no authority to send the 
soldiers here. 

Thomas Simon came here recently 
from Oklahoma. Mose Simon has been 
here for several years. 


It is said that the trouble was start- 
ed by the Simon brothers’ abuse of the 
president of the United States, which 
Was resented by some present. Deputy 
Sheriff Horne and Marshal Jiles went 
to their store to arrest them. The Si- 
mons had armed themselves, and when 
the officers entered their store, Tom 
Simon's wife, without warning, opened 
fire and shot Allen Dortch in the 
back, emptying her first revolver be- 
fore stopping. M. L. Bembry was shot 
in the ear, and John Hill badly shot in 
the face. 

The woman was shot dead, and the 
brothers, who were conducting a hard- 
ware store, had a big supply of guns 
and ammunition, and barricaded them- 
They defied the

til about 4 o’clock this morning, when 
they made a dash for liberty, firing as 
they went. Tom Simon was killed and 
his brother succeeded in getting away, 
but it is thought that he may be shot, 
and an effort is being made to catch 
him. Mose Simon's wife is still 
here. Dortch is seriously hurt, 
but will recover. The fusillade 
Was so great that several stores close 
around,had windows shot out, and the 
Syr ’ store was riddled, hundreds of 
eing fired.

Futile Onslaughts 
By German Troops 


In Verdun Sector 


French Forces Hold All 
Their Gains and Cover the 
Ground With Corpses of 
Germans. 
SUCCESSFUL ATTACKS 
DELIVERED BY BRITISH 


German Advance in North- 
ern Russia Is Slowing 
Down — Italians and Aus- 
trians Continue Struggle 
for Monte San Gabriele. 


New York, September $.—(By Asso- 
clated Press. From Buropean Cables 
of the Day.)—Again the French and 
the Germans are engaged in extremely 
heavy fighting in the Verdun sector, 
with the Germans trying to recoup 
their losses of the end of last week 
on the right bank of the Meuse, but 
with General Petain’s forces holding 
them back almost everywhere and 
covering the ground with their dead. 

Over a front of nearly two miles the 
Germans Sunday morning after un- 
successful attacks Saturday night in 
the sector of the Bois des Fosses and 
the Bois des Caurieres, returned to 
the fray with renewed vigor, espe- 
cially around Hill 344. At some points 
French trenches were captured by the 
Germans, but from these they later 
were driven out and the French line 
was again re-established. In the figh 
ing around the Bols des Fosses Sat- 
urday night the Germans left nearly 
one thousand dead on the ground be- 
fore the French positions. 


ATTACKS MADE 
BY BRITISH. 


At various points on the front held 
by Field Marshal Haig the British 
troops have delivered successful at- 
tacks, especially northwest of  8t. 
Quentin, where German positions on a 
front of several hundred yards were 
captured and prisoners taken. In 
landers the British guns still are roar- 
ing in the mighty bombardment that 
has been in progress more than a fort- 
night, but as yet the infantry has not 
been loosed for the impending dash 
into the enemy territory. The Ber- 
lin war office reports that northeast 
of St. Julien the British delivered an 
attack Saturday night, but met with 
repulse. Likewise, says Berlin, strong 
British reconnaissances south 
Bassee canal and along the 
river were without success. The Brit- 
ish official communication makes no 
mention of the forays. 


GERMANS HALT 
IN NORTH RUSSIA. 


There has been a_e considerable 
slacking in the German advance in 
northern Russia, due in large measure 
to the Russians making 
several points, particularly on the 
front of the Pskoff railroad line lead- 
ing eastward from Riga. Here the 
vanguards of the German and Russian 
cavalry are engaged in fighting, the 
result being that the invaders are 
held back while the Russians are pre- 
paring defenses

trians still maintaining the position.

EFFECT OF EMBARGO 
ON COTTON EXPORTS 


Volume Will Not Be Materi- 
ally Diminished, Says Agri- 
culture Department. 


Washington, September 9.—License 
restrictions recently placed on the ship- 
ment of cotton from the United States 
will not materially diminish the volume 
of exports and should have no appre- 
cCiable effect on prices to the grower, 
the department of agriculture an- 
nounced today. 

Reports that reduction in shipments 
to the European neutrals will cut off 
markets for 4,000,000 bales are brand- 
ed as absurd by the department, which 
presents figures to show that the neu- 
trals last year took only 700,000 bales. 

“With the present crop of 12,499,000 
bales,” said the department’s' state- 
ment, “and with a record of 7,491.086 
bales taken in the United States last 
year with an unprecedently small 
carry-over, with Liverpool and conti- 
nental stocks nearly 500,000 bales less 
than last year, with dry goods stocks 
low-.everywhere and a certain increase 
of demand in the United States due to 
the mobilization of two million soldiers 
within twelve months and supplying 
them with khaki and tents, there is no 
reason whatever for doubt that there 
will be demand for al! the American 
cotton in sight available for export. 

‘Last year’s American takings were 
7,491,086, and last year’s export 5,947,- 
65, a total of 13,438.250, or 939,250 
more aga the estimated crop of this

DEATH PENALTY ASKED 
FOR DRAFT OPPONENTS 


56 Members of Farmers’ Or- 
ganization to Be Tried 
in Texas. 


Albiline, Texas, September 9.—Fifty- 
six alleged members of the Farmers 
}and Laborers’ Protective association 
will be placed on trial in_ federal 
|ecourt here tomorrow charged with ac- 
‘tivities in opposition to the selective 
‘draft law which, in some instances, is 
alleged to have amounted to treason. 
While no official announcement has 
been made it is understood that the 
government will ask that, in event 
any of the men are found guilty of 
treason, the death penalty be imposed.

camp for service in France. The regi- 
ment igs to be raised by the volunteer 
system, and the men are to be used in 
construction work in France similar to 
that in which they are now engaged.

|My Mind-a Blank —I Do 

Not Remember Shooting 
Him,” Says Mike Herbert 
Mahan, Southern Railroad 
Employee, When Placed 
Under Arrest by Police. 


IN DRUNKEN CONDITION 
WHEN HE SHOT DENTIST 
ADMITS THE PRISONER 


Killing Occurred, Police 
Are Informed, When the 
Dentist Ordered Railroad 
Employee to Leave His 
Room Late Sunday After- 
noon—Did Not Own Pistol, 


Says Slayer. 


The latest tragedy, to be charged to 
drink, occurred yesterday afternoon 
about 5 o’clock, when Mike Herbert 
Mahan, 23 years old, a clerk for the 
Southern railway, whose home is at 
696 South Pryor street, shot and in- 
stantly killed Dr. George A. Ford, 40 
years old, a dentist, of 60 Bartow 
street—a man whom he had _ never 
met—while in an alleged drunken 
frenzy. 

The killing occurred 
house on the corner of Bartow and 
Luckie streets immediately above a 
soda fountain located there. One bul- 
let from a .88 caliber pistol took ef- 
fect in Dr. Ford’s body, entering the 
breast and penetrating the heart. A 
second shot was fired, but went wild. 
Summoned. 

Police officers immediately 
summoned to the scene, where they 


found Mahan, who, it is claimed, 
was trying to make his escape down

the pistol, which he had thrown into 
some grass on the front lawn of the 
the officers.

No motive for the Killing is 
known. According to those who 
were near the scene of the _ killing 
it occurred when Dr. Ford ordered Ma- 
han to leave his room, which was the 
one in which the killing took place. 
As a reply, it is stated, Mahan drew a 
revolver and began firing. Dr. Ford 
fell headlong to the floor and was dead 
when officers arrived at the house. 

At police station Mahan stated to a 
Constitution reporter that his mind was 
a complete blank in regard to the kili- 
ing. He admitted that he was ina 
drunken state and added that he had no 
recollection regarding the affair. 

Knows Nothing of Shooting. 

‘T know nothing whatsoever about 
it,” he said. “My mind is a complete 
blank and I do not know what I was 
doing in Dr. Ford’s room. I do not 
even know the man whom they say |! 
shot, and I never have owned a pistol 
in my life. I cannot imagine where I 
could possibly have gotten one.” 

One of the most touching scenes im- 
aginable was enacted at police head- 
quarters early Sunday night when Ma- 
han’s young wife and his aged mother 
visited him in his cell. The prisoner 
broke down under the nervous strain 
and sobbingly protested his innocence. 
Both his wife agd his mother stated 
that he has always been of a peaceful 
disposition and reiterated the state- 
ment of Mahan to the effect that he 
has never owned a pistol or weapon of 
any kind. — 

Mahan will be detained at police sta- 
tion on a charge of murder. The body 
of Dr. Ford was removed to the chap- 
el of A. QO. & Roy Donehoo. Funeral 
announcements will be made later. 

A coroner's inquest has been ar- 
ranged for some time this morning at 
the chapel of A. O. & Roy Donehoo, 
with Coroner Donehoo in charge.

Washington, September 9.—What 
purported to be an outline of Ger- 
many’s peace terms has been circulated 
among diplomats here within the last 
two weeks, but has been regarded by 


the entente embassies and most of the 
neutrals as a “feeler.” The origin of 
the so-called terms was not disclosed, 
but they are said to have been written 
by Foreign Secretary von Kuehlmann 
before his visit to Vienna, which since 
has been pointed to as strengthening 
the probability that they bear evi- 
dences of authenticity. 

Briefly, the so-called terms were as 


follows: . 
Restoration of Belgium and northern 


France, to be paid for out of the sale 


of Germany’s colonies to Great Brit- 
ain. 

Alsace and Lorraine to be independ- 
ent states. (High French officials re- 
cently have stated anew the determina- 
tion of France to be satisfied with | 
nothing less than the recovery of her 
lost provinces. ) 

Triest to be a free port. 

Serbia and Rumania to be restored 
and Serbia to have a port on the Adria- 
tic. 

The Balkan question and the status 
of Turkey to be subjects for negotia- 
tion. 

Disarmament and 
lice. 

Freedom of the seas, with Great 
Britain in centro] of the English chan- 
nel until the projected tunnel is built 
between Dover and Calais. 

This outline of terms, circulated with- 
out definite stamp of any official au- 
thority, it will be noted, bears in many 
respects a resemblance to the general 
tenor of the peace proposals of Pope 
Benedict. 

By some diplomats such an outline is 
regarded as presenting something sus- 
ceptible of discussion. It is discussed 
merely as a possibility, without having 
yet advanced fully into the range of 
probability. 


TERMS ABOUT READY, 
SAYS CHANCELLOR. 


London, September 9,—Germany will 
shortly be able to publish her peace 
terms, according to Dr. George Mich- 
aelis, the German chancellor, an Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Co-" 
penhagen today states. 

The reichstag main committee, said 
Dr. Michaelis in the interview, “had 
tried to make final arrangements re- 
garding peace conditions and the ques- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine, but no deci- 
sion has yet been taken. The question, 
however, was eagerly discussed and 
Germany will soon be able to publish 
her peace terms.”

Waschineton, September 9.—Approx- 
imately $12,000,000 for war relief work 
in Europe will have been expended by 
the American Red Cross in the first 
six months since the United States has 
been at war with Germany, according 
to a report addressed to the American 
people today by Henry Davidson, chair- 
man of the Red Cross war council, in 
which full details are given of the 
activities of the organization in vari- 
ous nations abroad, chief of which is 
France. 

More than $10,000,600 of this sum, ap- 
Propriated up to and including August 
81, by the war council since its ap- 
pointment May 10 last, is for use in 
France. Other countries to receive re- 
lief are Russia, Rumania, Italy, Serbia, 
England and Armenia, the grand total 
amounting to $12,339,651, the greater 
part of which will be used by Novem- 
ber 1, although some of the appropria- 
tions cover a year. 

Most of the persons in charge of the 
Red Cross work in France are giving 
their time and paying their own ex- 
penses. A specia! fund of $100,000 has

In spite of the stubborn opposition to 
the passage of the life insurance Dill 
for men who go to the trenches, there 
is not the slightest doubt that this op- 
osition will be beaten down and the 
ill passed. 

The soldiers an dsailors’ insurance 
bill, which is designed to wipe the old- 
time and iniquitous pension system off 
the books, has just been reported to 
the house for action by Mr. Adamson, 
and, in spite of the fact that certain 
features of the proposed law are being 
stubbornly fought by many of the lead- 
ing insurance companies, it is only a 
question of a short time when the bill 
will be passed. 

The bill provides a scheme of com- 
pengation for death, injury and disabil- 
ity, and, as an optional! feature, would 
3 give every man and woman in either 

asl j ae the army or the navy the opportunity 
ie F as oe of taking out life insurance. The 
See eee women who would be thus included are 

army and navy nurses. 

The bill contains many features 
which a few years ago would doubtless 
have been received by the people of 
this country as something radically 
new. 

When the bill becomes a law there 
will be created a gigantic life insur- 
ance bureau in the department of war 
risk insurance with a director and a 
large corps of assistants, $176,000,009 
having already been appropriated for 
its maintenance. 

There are many sections to the Dill, 
the first providing for its creation and 
operation. The second section provides 
for whatever allotments a soldier or 
sailor must return to his dependent 
wife, mother or children. The mini- 
mum is set at $15, and from that sum 
a schedule of payments is provided, 
carefully worked out on a basis of pay 
and upon the number of dependents 
there may be in each particular case. 

The third section provides for a 
schedule of payments to be made to 
dependents in case of accident, disabil- 
ity or death. For death resulting from 
injury. if the deceased leaves a widow 
or child, or if he leaves a widowed 
mother dependent upon him, the follow- 
ing shall be the percentages of pay: 
For a widow alone, 25 per cent, but for 
widow and one child, 35 per cent; fora 
widow and two children, 40 per cent;

The greatest number 
of the Swedish people are counted lib- 
erals and socialists, with every tradi- 
tion against monarchy, as illustrated 
by Germany. While their sympathies 
are with the allies, however, they feel 
their helplessness and should Germany 
be antagonized to the point of armed 
hostility Sweden woul be at her 
merey. Aside from the Russian fleet 
there is not. an allied warship in the 
Baltic and the coasts of Sweden could 
be quickly ravaged.

RIDE 
TO CAMP TOO HIGH 
ASSERT SOLDIERS 


Practically every day sees an advance 
in the prices charged by jitney and 
taxi people for transportation between 
Atlanta and Camp Gordon, and soldiers 
at the camp are complaining of a dis- 
position to “hold them up.” 

Jitney fare from Buckhead to Camp 
Gordon when the camp opened was 15 
cents, and from Atlanta to Camp Gor- 
don was from 15 to 26 cents. The fare 
between Buckhead and Camp Gordon 
now is regularly 25 cents, added to 
which 5 cents car fare makes a total of 
60 cents for the round trip. 

Between Atlanta and Camp Gordon 
jitney fare is from 35 to 50 cents, the 
prevailing fare being 35 cents from the 
city to the camp, and 50 cents from the 
camp to the city. Just why the dif- 
ference should be made is not olear, 
but it appears to be the effect. of com- 
petition in the city and lack of com- 
petition at the camp. 

The latest complaint comes from 
men who claim that they were unable 
to get a taxi Saturday night to take 
them to Camp Gordon for less than $7. 
Sergeant L. H. Cheney came to The Con-

In this connection The Fargo (North | 
Dakota) Courier-News stresses the fact that 
greater education will be required of the 
men of the future, who should be laying sure 
foundations for it now. What is said on this | 
line to the people of that section comes | 
home to all—everywhere: 


If older boys have gone to the army 
or are going, this is no year to keep the 
irla and the younger boys at home. If 
ere are fewer heads and hands to do 
the work in the years to come, they will 
meed to be better educated heads and 
hands.

HOTEL WASTERS. 


Atlanta hotel men have turned the “white 
light of publicity” upon a genus homo said 
to have evolved out of the custom of living 
in hotels and upper stories, classified as 
“the hotel waster;” and they have ‘“de- 
clared war” upon it. 

The opening gun of the “war” was fired 
by the manager of one of the city’s most 
fashionable hotels, in the form of a speech 
before the Atlanta Hotel Men’s association 
the other day, in which he ascribed to the 
“hotel waster” type of mankind, and as its 
distinguishing characteristic, the persistent 
predilection to “get everything they are en- 
titled to” and then some. He said that the 
hotel men and the general] public might well 
“view with alarm” the tremendous inroads 
the folk of this type are making—not only 
into the profits of the boniface, but into the 
country’s resources—by their unwarranted 
extravagance with the things for which they 
are not supposed to pay. 

For instance, “this reckless disregard 
for the expenses of hotel men,” said the 
speaker, “extends to the use of water, now 
rapidly becoming a problem, and particu- 
larly to the use of electricity, which is de- 
pendent to a large extent upon the coal sup- 
ply, and that is menaced.” 

Undoubtedly there is much economic 
sense in what this man says. 

There are a lot of queer things in human 
nature. For example, there is the man—and 
he is only typical of a class—who, to “cen- 
tral,” sounds like a ferocious lion when he 
has a little trouble in getting his telephonic 
connections. Perchance he is a little wea- 
zened, mite of a fellow, who in his home 
and face-to-face with friend wife hasn't the 
nerve to preclaim even his soul his own; 


'yet, over the wire he bellows like a mad 


bull and makes all sorts of dire threats of 


' what he’ll do to the trembling telephone girl, 
'and how he'll rush down there and tear the

better service. 

Then, there is the man-—also typical— 
who, in the secure precincts of his own 
home, is as surly and fierce as a hungry 
Bengal tiger; but who, among the fellows in 


'the office, on the street and in the cafe, is 
, Chesterfieldian in his manners and as tender 
| and limpid as a speckled fawn. 


And there is the man of still another 


| type, who preaches economy, economy, econ- 


omy, in season and out, in his own house- 


| hold, who roars and raves at the end of the 
| month if the gas bill happens to be a little 
above par; or if the Mght meter betrays the 


fact that the good wife had saved herself 
physical torture by employing the electric 
iron or toaster or percolator on blistering 
hot days; or if the water toll happens to 
read a trifle more one month than he thinks 
it should, and who kicks like an ostrich if a 
bit of ice is accidentally wasted. He is the 
staunch foe of waste at home, and there con- 
servation is almost a mania with him. 

Yet, put that man in a hotel, where he 
pays a flat rate of so much per day or per 
week, with the “overhead” all upon “the 
house,” and water, steam, electricity-costs 
cease to interest him. He’s a reckless spend- 
thrift, a prince of a good fellow, with not a 
thought to expenses—which somebody else 
has to meet. He uses many times the water 
—hot and cold—that is necessary; and 
lights? “Let ‘em burn! Who cares for ex- 
penses?” And the lights shine on in ful] 
glare while he goes to dinner, to the show, 
or “to sit up with a sick friend!”’ 

Paper, ink, pens, blotters—everything 
else that is furnished gratis by “the house” 
—he uses with profligate heedlessness. 

Unquestionably there is a vast amount 
of gross and needless wastage in the course 
of a month or a year, by hotel and apart- 
ment house guests bent upon getting their 
money’s worth—and a shade the best of the 
bargain if possible; and it is not surprising 
that the hotel men are becoming aroused in 
this day of high cost of doing business. 

It is a delicate problem for them to deal 
with directly. They run risk of losing pat- 


/ronage if they withdraw the customary gra- | 


tuities, conveniences and privileges; nor 
dare they go to extremes in suggesting 
economy on the part of their guests, be- 
cause a hotel’s reputation is its life-saving 


| asset. 


But in a general way the hotel men can 
call public attention to the more common 
abuses of hospitality and privilege, make a 


| general appeal—as those of Atlanta have 


done—for a curtailment of it, on the bases 


| of general welfare, conservation and patriot- 


ism. And the public, in turn, will be derelict 
if it does not listen respectfully and co- 
operate.

For instance, President Lincoln in one of 
his public documents referred to “the Ty- 
eoon of Japan,” which was not the diplo- 
matic and regular title of the Emperor of 
Japan. It was the name that had been ap- 
Diied to him in the days before we knew 
much about his country and people, befere 
Commodore Perry established our communi- 
cations with them in 1854 and the arrival 
in this country in 1860 of the first embassy 
ever sent abroad by Japan. Of course, 
President Lincoln did not mean to be im- 
polite to the ruler of Nippon and his error 
was not repeated in subsequent correspond- 
ence. But it caused considerable humorous 
comment at the time.

Johnson, succeeding Lincoln 
latter's lamentable assassination, 
issued a proclamation appointing the 25th 
of May, 1865, as a day of national humilli- 
ation and prayer because of the death of 
Lincoln. Some one discovered that the 25th 
of May would “Ascension day” in the 
Christian ecclesiastical calendar and called 
President Johnson's attention to the in- 
congruity of converting that Christian fes- 
tival of rejoicing into a day of humiliation 
and prayer because of the death of a mortal 
man. Whereupon a new proclamation was 
Issued substituting June 1 as the day of 
mourning.

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In the Georgia constitutional convention 
of 1877 so usually accurate a publicist as 
General Robert Toombs uttered a singular 
error. He was contending in a speech for 
enough courts in Georgia to assure speedy 
justice and at one point in the debate he 
said: 

“T only destre to sav one word. Six 
hundred and fifty years ago our rude ances- 
tors met upon a plain at Runnimede and es- 
tablished a great system of judiciary in 
one line of bad Latin. They made King 
John say, ‘We will sell to none, we will 
deny to none, we will delay to none, right 
and justice, and we must make as many 
courts as are necessary to carry out those 
grand utterances.” 

Actually there is no “plain” at Runni- 
medé, as those who have visited the historic 
locality know. Anciently there was a run- 
ning-mede, or meadow. on the Middlesex 
shore of the Thames, where races were pull- 
ed off Possibly the doughty barons held 
some mass-meeting in the meadow, but his- 
holds fast that the Magna Carta was 
signed on an island off shore, nearer the 
Surrey bank, and which has ever since been 
known as Charter Island. When I was in 
London in 1209 there was a sale of the island 
and the wonder was voiced in the public 
press why the government did not purchase 


it and erect upon it some suitable memorial. 
* ° _ . 

Not exactly an error of date fact, 
but of opinion—since reformed in a most 
conspicuous way-—is mentionable in connec- 
tion with President Wilson's public course. 

In 1882 he was a “watchful waiting” 
yvoung lawyer in Atlanta. Not being very 
busy with briefs and being already an eager 
student of government, he attended the 
sessions of the general assembly with reg- 
ularity and alert interest. 

That grand old man, Dr. Gustavus = J. 
Orr, state school commissioner, was urging 
larger provision for the public schools and 
secured the introduction of a measure to ap- 
propriate funds to keep the schools open for 
a longer period each year. 

The “blue-back speller’ legislators buck- 
ed at any increase by taxation and made 
their red necks sore demanding the enact- 
ment of the Blair bill by congress, proposing 
aid from federal funds to state school sys- 
tems, apportioned on the basis of illiteracy. 

Woodrow Wilson was contributing arti- 
cles at the time to The New York Evening 
Post and in one of them he referred to the 
above situation in the following scathing 
terms: 

“The majority supported a counter reso- 
lution that the senators and representatives 
of the state in congress be requested to do 
all in their power to secure the passage of 
a law giving aid from the federal treasury 
to education in the states. 

“The whole performance impressed me 
as a shameless declaration, upon the part 
of a well-to-do community, of its deliberate 
determination to enjoy the easy position of 
a beneficiary of the national government to 
the fullest possible extent, rather than to be 
independent and support a good school] sys- 
tem by its own unaided efforts.” 
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DR. HOLDERBY PREACHES

These signs, Jesus said, 
were the ‘beginning of sorrows.’ The 
present world war may not be the sign of 
the end of the age, but the sign of the ‘be- 
inning of sorrows.’ 
” “The whole world is to be evangelized, 
not saved, before the end comes. God's 
people are to be gathered out of all nations 
under heaven. It is time that the church 
is on her knees, to be prepared for the 
coming of the Lord. God is evidently call- 
ing upon this nation and every other na- 
tion to repent and turn from their sins, thus 
preparing the way for the coming of the 
only true Lord and King. The present sor- 
rows of the world are designed as a call to 
repentance before the | judgment of § the 
great day of the Lord.

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Col. R. J. Lowry Makes Appeal 
For Grady Hospital Bonds 


Editor Constitution: I have noted with 
much interest the proposition to issue bonds 
for the waterworks and for motorizing and 
otherwise improving the fire department, as 
well as preserving the cyclorama. 

Of course, as good citizens, we all feel 
an interest in these as well as all other pub- 
lic enterprises. Personally, I feel very much 
interested in our efficient fire department, 
and have felt a sense of civic pride in its 
past achievements. I had the honor and 
pleasure of being identified for a number 
of years with the old Volunteer Fire de- 
partment, and I had the honor of being later 
a member of the committee which inaugu- 
rated the paid fire department. 

As stated, I feel a deep interest in all 
enterprises, which help the growth of our 
beloved city, but, if bonds are to be issued 
for any purpose, it seems to me that the 
most urgent need is at Grady hospital if 
we borrow money for civic improvement of 
any kind, let's improve the conditions, the 
equipment and the capacity of Grady hos- 
pital Certainly there can be no more ur- 
gent cail than the call of the sick and the 
helpless, the call of the diseased and needy, 
the call of the victim of accident, the call 
of apprvaching maternity, the call of the 
unfortunate and the afflicted. 

This humanitarian institution operates 
under the most serious handicap of inade- 
quate facilities and cramped quarters. Those 
of us who serve upon its board of trustees 
are engaged in a labor of love, and the ob- 
jects and purposes of Grady hospital are 
solely humanitarian, to relieve suffering 
and benefit humanity. Politics plays no part 
in this department of the public. service. 
There are no axes to be ground, no emolu- 
ments to be sought or obtained: this insti- 
tution is on a mission of mercy and aid to 
humanity. 

Grady hospital is therefore indispensable 
to the welfare of this community, and it is 
a pity that it should be forced to go along 
on its meager appropriation, and endeavor 
to do its humane work with a wholly inade- 
quate and out-of-date equipment, and with- 
out the ordinary facilities for the care and 
treatment of the sick, which other first-class 
hospitals of the country have. 

It, therefore, seems to me that, if any 
bond propositiog is made to the people, it 
should be with the view of answering this 
most worthy call, which is a most impera- 
tive need. As a general proposition, I do 
not favor large bond issues; in fact, I think 
that a bond issue should only be made in 
cases of absolute necessity public emer- 
gency, but I am sure that the majority of 
the people of this community will agree 
with me when I say that a bond issue to put 
Grady hospital on an efficient working basis 
would be favored by the intelligent voters 
of the city. A bond issue to meet the 
needs of Grady would be an answer to an 
imperative call, and I feel assured that, if 
any bond issue is considered, it should be a 
bond issue for this worthy cuuse. 

It has been the effort of the trustees of 
Grady hospital to render as efficient service 
as possible with the means and equipment 
at their command. We have on more than 
one occasion laid before the people of this 
good city the scope of the work the insti- 
tution is called upon to do, and the inadequate 
equipment with which we have endeavored to 
operate the institution. We have "rged upon 
the people the necessities of Grady hospital. 
and the advisability of a bond issue for its 
necessities and betterment. These 
requests have not been heeded, and now wé 
respectfully call the attention of the author- 


ities to the fact that, if any bond issue is 
contemplated, Grady’s repeated requests 
should be heeded, and this institution shoulda 
be put in proper shape to do its beneficent 
work before borrowed money is sought for 
betterments, which, to a large extent, -are 
imply to gratify civic pride.

serious consideration to the wants of Grady 
hospital, a humanitarian institution in our 
midst, which is expected to do so much for 
the community, and for which the communi- 
ty seems disposed to do so little.

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HEALTH TALKS 
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By WILLIAM BRADY.M0 
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ACIDITY VERSUS STOMACH TROUBLE. 

Man communications from readers of this 
column tell of “acidity” and ask for a cause 
and remedy. I wish that I could accommo- 
date them, but it is not within our province 
to prescribe remedies because it cannot be 
done without an examination of the patient. 

Excessive acidity is a symptom of many 
different stomach troubles, and of more trou- 
bles which lie outside of the stomach. Hence 


| it is futile to attempt to remedy the acidity 


without attacking which is 
causing it. 

The stomach tube, chemical analysis of 
Bastric juice, X-ray serial studies of the 
digestion of a bismuth meal, and a general 
physical examination of the patient are es- 
Sential in the diagnosis of most cases of 
acidity. 

Excessive acidity from the production of 

butyric, ‘lactic and acetic acids, through the 
fermentation of food residues retained too 
long in the stomach, is one of the usual 
Symptoms in dilated stomach, sagging or 
ptosed stomach, cancer of the stomach and 
plain overeating or hasty eating. 
_ Excessive acidity from an over-produc- 
tion of the physiological hydrochloric acid 
of digestion is a familiar syinptom of ulcer 
of the stomach, ulcer of the duodenum, gall- 
stones and chronic appendicitis, and some- 
times occurs in purely nervous affections. 

Sometimes it is difficult to distinguish 
duodenal or stomach ulcer from chronic ap- 
pendicitis in a- given case. Indeed, these con- 
ditions not rarely present themselves in the 
Same patient. It is the opinion of experi- 
enced physicians that a chronic focus of in- 
fection in the appendix is the cause of the 
gastric or duodenal ulcer in many such in- 
stances. Just one suggestive point which 
sometimes gives a clue is that the symptoms 
in chronic appendicitis—flatulency, discom- 
fort, acidity, ete.—are constantly present, 
whereas in duodenal ulcer the symptoms are 
often practically absent for periods of weeks. 
The periodicity of the attacks of stomach 
troubie in duodenal ulcer is a classical fea- 
ture of diagnosis. 

When an adult has for years recurring 
attacks of stomach trouble, with discomfort, 
fullness or pain, or gnawing sensation com- 
ing on from two to four hours after meals, 
with sour acid eructations, with hunger 
pain at night, and subsidence of the pain 
upon taking an alkali or some food, with 
moderate or pronounced anemia, and with 
occasional vomiting of blood stained ma- 
terial, the probability of gastric or duodenal 
ulcer is strong, and such examination as 
above suggested is certainly in order.

What Bureau of Fisheries 
Is Doing for Fish Industry 


Editor Constitution: It might be worth 
while to call to the attention of your read- 
ers certain operations of the United States 
bureau of fisheries. , 

With the increasing cost of food supplies 
and the demand for more food from other 
nations of the world, the bureau has pro- 
posed, and in a certain manner advertised 
the greater use of fishes for food. To this 
end it has employed a number of scientists 
to investigate many problems with fish cul- 
ture and consumption. Many of these ex- 
periments have yielded results which are 
themselves gratifying and are reducing ma- 
terially the high of living in many 
parts of the country. 

Too much cannot be said 
value of fish and especially 
the cost of the product, 
haps, no food with more 
pound, and certainly none 
fish.

investigation of ways 
so-called useless fish have been made use- 
ful and, indeed, delicious. For instance, a 
much disregarded fresh-water fish known as 
the Dogfish, Bowfin or Grindle, has, by cer- 
tain processes of smoking, been made most 
agreeable, and in regions in which the 
product is known, very highly esteemed, es- 
pecially for making Salads, ete. On the 
coast. a marine fish which was also known 
as a Dogfish, or more correctly, the Gréy- 
fish, has been smoked and is now prized 
as a food fish where, until recently, it was 
thrown awavr by the millions and rarely 
used for anything but fertilizer. Carp when 
smnoked by certain processes are elegant and 
have nothing in common with the coarse and 
more or less tasteless article Known to us 
as baked or fried carp. 

With the co-operation of the household 
science department of the University of [Il- 
linois, the bureau of fisheries has sent a 
group of demonstrators throughout the mid- 
dle west this summer and everywhere they 
have been received with favorable comment. 
Perhaps the bureau could be induced to 
send such a demonstration south, and, I as- 
sure you, it would be very much worth 
while. At any rate, | would suggest to 
housewives that they send to the department 
of commerce, bureau of fisheries, for eco- 
nomic circulars, Nos. 26, 27 and 28, which 
deal with the smoking of fish and its preg- 
ervation. 

These are not the only activities of the 
bureau. At Fairport, lowa, there have been 
about twenty scientists busy throughout the 
summer on all kinds of problems connected 
with fish culture and the mussel industry. 
Some of these problems deal with the food 
and growth of fishes, artificial culture, para- 
sitic relations and relations of fishes to 
other animals, etc. All of these are related 
to the great\economic and scientific problem 
of the food pupply of the nation. 

One canndt help but feel a bit proud of 
a government so intent upon the welfare of 
its people and as a native of the south and

Some Concrete Instances.

WAR BETWEEN CAMPS 
FOR SKILLED LABOR 


Camp Gordon Representative, 
Fined in Montgomery, Re- 
leased by Federal Judge. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.) George F. Levy, representing 
the United States government, came to 
Montgomery from Atlanta a few days 
ago for the purpose of employing skill- 
ed mechanics and laborers for work at 
Camp Gordon. Levy engaged the gerv- 
ices of W. T. Walling, of this city, to 
assist him, and the two men succeeded 
in rounding up seventeen carpenters to 
go to Atlanta. 

After Levy bad purchased tickets 
for himself and the seventeen carpen- 
ters and was about to take a train 
with the men for Atlanta he was ar- 
rested at the union station, along with 
Walling, charged with soliciting la- 
bor in this city and estate without a 
license, the arrests being made at the 
instigation of Algernon Blair, govern- 
ment contractor at Camp Sheridan, who 
was highly incensed because Arthur 
Tufts, contractor at the Silver Lake 
cantonment, seemed to be responsible 
for the presence of Levy in the oity and 
Mr. Blair was much put out over ) 
loss of his men, 

When taken before the ai judge, 
Levy showed a letter from } or J. F. 
Pease, quartermaster tn the construc- 
tion department at Camp Gordon, prov- 
ing that Levy had authority to solicit 
labor, which authority was given him 
by Colonel L W. Littell, who is in 
charge of cantonment construction, 
with headquarters in Washington. 

Notwithstanding this proven author- 
ity, Warren S Reese, attorney for Cin- 
tractor Blair, succeeded in getting Levy 
and Walling fined $100 each for solicit- 
ne * labor without a license, 

ichard Arrington, attorney for Levy 
and Walling, at once took the case to 
the United States district court in 
Montgomery and it wag heard by Judge 
Henry D, Clayton, the DdDasis of the ap- 
peal being habeas corpus proceedings. 

United States District Judge Clayton 
discharged Walling and Levy and de- 
clared that the city of Montgomery had 
not the right to fine the men, or any 
one doing patriotia work for @ §Ov- 
ernment, holding that the law of the 
government superseded the law of the 
city, the county and the atate. 

Accordingly, vy and Walling were 
released and their fines remitted. Levy 
is now preparing to take all the men he 
can get to Camp Gordon and Algernon 
Blair is threatening to retaliate by 
sending labor agents to the camp near 
Atlanta and taking away all the men 
he can get there for work at Camp 
Sheridan, near Montgomery. 

The case aroused much interest in 
Montgomery, and will probably be of 
interest in Atlanta and at Camp Gor- 
don, as well as at other government 
army camps, as showing the status of 
government ‘agents in competing for 
mechanics and laborers, both of which 
are difficult to obtain anywhere in the 
southern states.

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SHORTAGE OF COAL 
PUTS FURNACES QUI 


Several Mills Compelled to 
Curtail Production on Ac- 
count of the Coke Famine. 
Government Placing Many 
Orders. 


New York, September 9.—The gov- 
ernment continues to place orders for 
all kinds of steel products, including 


plate, sheets, spikes, rivets and va- 
rious other kinds of finished materials. 
A shortage of coking coal at some 
of the great steel plants in the Pits- 
burg district, attributed to the with- 
drawal of railroad cars from the min- 
ing sections of the central west by 
the government, has caused the Car- 
negie Stee! company to blow out sev- 
en furnaces and the Illinois Steel com- 
pany three fifrnaces. 

The steel corporation as a whole has 
eleven furnaces out. The output of 
steel ingots in August by the corpora- 
tion was better than in July, aque in 
part to two more working days, as 
compared with July. Official statis- 
tics are not yet av: ailable, but the prob- 
ability is that production amounted to 
nearly 1,760,000 tons. 

Consumers have not been 
anything more than absolutely 
sary material for more than a month, 
but the market has been fairly steady 
during the practical suspension of new 
business. The sharpest declines have 
been in prices of semi-finished steel, 
‘open hearth billets and Bessemer, 
slabs having been offered at $70 
against $100 in July as a result of the 
Gisappearance of the com petitive buy- 
ing of shell steel for Europe. 

Rolled products, semi-finished steel 
and pig iron markets are drifting, re- 
sales being the only basis for gaug- 
ing prices. Wire rods have shown 
some strength at $95. Re-sales in the 
pig iron market continue active with 
prices down to $59 furnace for No. 

foundry in the east. A general buy- 
ing movement is expected to develop 
as soon as the government’s action in 
regard to prices is definitely known 
The United States Steel mills will 
probably be called upon for a_ large 
proportion of the 60,000 tons of sateel 
required for the 6,000 cars to con- 
etructed in Canada for the dominion 
government.

Outlook Good for Upward 
Trend of Fall Business 


MONEY SITUATION AFFECTED:IBRADSTREET FORECAST FAVOR- 


STOCKS, SAYS DUN.

When the money situation begins to 
affect stocks adversely it compels 
more general attention, and the strik- 
ing depletian of the Clearing House 
members’ reserve was one of _ the 
Causes of the early depression in Wall 
street. But while the reduction in 
surplus to the lowest level since the 
inauguration of the new banking sys- 
tem had not been everywhere expected 
those who had counted on cheap money 
now see more clearly what some others 
have perceived for months and no 
longer look for sustained ease in this 
quarter. Repetition of last week's 6 
per cent call loan rate was witnessed 
after the holiday, and, though relaxa- 
tion soon followed on out-of-town of- 
ferings and depositing of funds with 
local institutions by the Federal Ke- 
serve bank, the recent minimum of 32 
per cent was not duplicated. Yet on 
the present advance the market has 
fallen comsiderably

July flurry, when 1) per cent was re- 
corded. 

The rise in silver gathers momentum 
as it progresses, and the dollar-mark 
is now within easy striking distance. 
That it will goon be reached, many 
people seem confident, for the metal 
rings close to 96c here and 434d in 
London and the net gain for the w eek 
has been 4%c and 24d, respectively. 
Comparing now with a year ago, when 
Strength was also conspicuous, prices 
are higher by 27% and 16d and the 
London quotation has more than dou- 
bled during the war period, with near- 
ly aS great a change at this ¢enter.

Not all of the weakness in stocks was 
brought out during Tuesday's trading, 
but it was then that the widest losses 
were experienced and the first hhillion- 
share session was seen since June 27. 
By some people the action of. prices im- 
mediately after the three-day adjourn- 
ment was considered emcouraging, for 
at the outset the market turned upward 
on short covering; but renewed pressure 
against the list was not long in com- 
ing and more was heard of genuine 
liquidation than for a considerable pe- 
riod. Some of this-represented unload- 
ing by actual holders and not a little 
of it enforced closing out/of specula- 
tive long accounts on stop orders, and 
professional selling has&Btened the de- 
cline, if it did not start it. Yet there 
nothing really new, except the 
shrinkage of the bank surplus and the 
changed situation in money, to cause 
the depression, and the earnings of the 
railroads, among other things, show 
that the solid business of the country is 
not at present measured by the stock 
market. 

Having witnessed an extreme break 
of nearly $30 a bale in cotton futures 
in about a month, it |/is not strange 
that some bearish operators have be- 
come less aggressive sellers. Yet even 
now, not many are conviced that the 
process of readjustment has ended, and 
idea that the crop will prove larger 
than recent condition estimates have 
indicated seems to’ be spreading.

ABLE FOR FALL TRADE. 


Government buying, fall festivals, 
Visits of country merchants, good crop 
prospects, activity in manufacturing, 
the coming of autumn and the conced- 
edly favorable outlook for fall trade 
have brought about an upward trend 
in business. Governmental buying, in 

a class by itself, takes precedence over 
cinee operations, yet trade in products 
needed by the public at large has 
broadened, and displays of fall goods 
_ caused retail distribution to re- 
vive 

Nevertheless, uncertainty about the 
extent to which price-fixing by the 
government will extend checks various 
enterprises, has forced some to tempo- 
rarily slow down, and at the same time 
the subject of taxation on excess prof- 
its engenders uncertainty while halting 
plans for expansion. Indeed, the fail- 
ure of the government to announce its 
price-fixing policy is more clearly mag- 
nified in the iron, steel and coal indus- 
tries than in other branches of produc- 
tive endeavor, with the metal lines evi- 
dencing a waiting attitude, which is 
featured to some extent by the virtual 
disappearance of Europe as a competi- 
tive buyer of steel and by the appear- 
ance of resale transactions at slight 
recessions. 

But despite ebbs In certain channels 
fall orders for commonly used articl¢s 
continue to enlarge, the movement of 
goods is heavy, and buyers tin leading 
mnarkets are more numerous than at 
this time last year. Luxuries are neg- 
lected. Stocks ef desirable merchandise 
are scarce, and numerous complaints 
continue to come to hand regarding dif- 
ficulty in getting raw materials, and 
while demand for clothing for civilians, 
workingmen’s garments excepted, prob- 
ably will experience some reduction 
the shifting to military apparel will 
be a compensatory factor. 

Low temperatures over the corn-belt 
states make the maturing of the crop 
slow, and it is one to two weeks behind 
normal. Official statements show that 
87 per cent of the oerop in lowa will be 
safe from frost by October 15. As this 
state has a large acreage, the condition 
of lateness means much in the way of 
estimating the total crop. Missouri, Il- 
linois, Kansas and Nebraska corn will 
require until nearly October 1. Rains 
over the greater part of the country 
have helped corn, but it needs warm, 
sunshiny and dry weather from now on. 

Harvesting of amall grains is well 
along in the northwest and Canada, 
and threshing operations show better 
yields in some sections than was ex- 
pected earlier The Dakotas and Mon- 
tanas may, efter all, equal 1916. Can- 
ada also is making a much better show- 
ing, and new wheat is moving to mar- 
ket in fair volume. Oats are moving 
fairly. Preparations are making for a 
very large acreage in wheat in the 
southwest. Reports from the late po- 
tato crop are not as uniformly good 
as earlier In the season. 

Cotton crop reports are mixed from 
Texas. Late rains will help the top 
crop if frost holds off, but west and 
south Texas reports are rather poor, 
and a crop below 1916 is indicated for 
the state as a whole. In the lower Mis- 
sissippi valley cotton crop reports are 
excellent, and the same is true of Ten- 
nessee. It is too dry for cotton in the 
Carolinas.

To be an out-and-out Chris- 
tian requires as much of heroic reso- 
lution now as in the time of Daniel 
in Babylon, or Paul in Rome. To be 
a Christian means constantly to say, 
like Daniel, ‘no’ to the lower nature 
and to the seductions of the world 
about us—to resolve that you will 
not defile yourself.
